LBJ Visits Dallas for 1st Time 
Since Kennedy Assassination 


DALLAS, Tex. (AP) — Presi- 


dent Johnson passed within 
sight of the Kennedy Assassina- 
tion scene Tuesday in a whirl, 
wind trip to tell a convention 
group that America will show 
"no weakening of the will" in 
Vietnam. 


The Dallas trip marked John, 


son's first visit to Dallas since 
an assassin's bullet cut down 
President John F. Kennedy on 
Nov. 
22, 1963. At that time, 


Johnson was riding in an auto- 
mobile two cars back from Ken- 
nedy's in the fateful motorcade 
past the Texas Schoolbook De- 
pository. 


Air Force One arrived back in 


Austin at 1:17 p.m. CST Tues- 
day to end the surprise trip. 


The President's car Tuesday 


went within sight of the memo- 
rial marking the assassination 
and made two trips past Park- 
land Hospital, where Kennedy 
was pronounced dead. 


Johnson landed, amid tight se. 


curity, 'at Dallas Love Field 
where he took the oath as Presi. 
dent within hours of the assassi. 
nation. 


Johnson's 117.minute trip took 


him to the Dallas Memorial Au. 
ditorium where he addressed 
the 10,000 delegates to the Na- 
tional Rural Electric Coopera. 
tive Association's convention. 


He drew a round of applause 


with a remark that city dwellers 
and their rural 
counterparts 


must cooperate to build a "shin, 
ing and peaceful land." 


But most of the 
lectern- 


thumping speech was devoted to 
the subject of Vietnam. He said 
the enemy in Vietnam has so 
far failed in the mammoth Tet 
offensive and has suffered terri- 
ble casualties because "thou- 
sands of our courageous sons 
and millions of brave Viet- 
namese have answered oppres. 
sion's onslaught with one strong 
and united voice." 


There will be "no retreat 


from responsibility," Johnson 
said, declaring that the Vietnam 
war is now at a turning point. 


"The enemy of freedom has 


chosen to make this year the de. 
cisive one. He is striking out in 
a desperate and vicious effort to 
shape the final outcome. So far 
he has failed in his major objec- 
tives, he has failed at terrible 
cost to himself and tragic cost 
to his civilian victims. . ." 


Johnson was specific in say- 


ing there would be no "failing of 
our fighting sons. No betrayal of 
those who fight beside us. No 
breaking of trusted commit, 
ments. No weakening of will 
that would encourage the enemy 
and prolong the bloody con- 
flict." 


To a roar of applause, John- 


son spoke in glowing terms of 
America's future "if we only 
have the vision and the determi- 
nation and the will to stick to it 


and do not allow the dividers 
among us to succeed." 


He said a Tuesday report 


from Gen. William c. West 
moreland,commander of Ameri- 
can forces in Vietnam, showed 
the Communists have suffered 
43,000 dead and 7,000 captured 
since the Tet offensive began. 


The President also invoked 


again 
his 
"Great 
Society" 


theme, a term he has seldom 
used recently. 


He said his hopes for a great 


America are advancing. "And," 
said Johnson to another burst of 
applause, "I predict the Great 
Society is here to stay." 


SAIGON (AP) — Viet Cong

American infantrymen fought

Amid rumors that Saigon was

A company of about 100 U.S.. 


advised Special Forces irregu- 
lars was reported to have blown 
up one of the vehicles with anti- 
tank rockets, killing 30 of the 
enemy in the explosion. 


The U.S. Command listed the 


group not as tanks and a per. 
sonnel carrier, but as "armored 
vehicles of an unspecified type" 
pending further 
information 


from the field. Previously the 


presence of enemy tanks in the 
country had been confirmed 
only in the northwest near the 
U.S. Marine base at Khe Sanh. 


American authorities said the 


vehicles were accompanied by 
an enemy detachment estimat. 
ed at battalion strength, about 
400 men. These were reported to 
have headed west, presumably 
into Cambodia, after a two-hour 
fight. Neither U.S. nor South 
Vietnamese spokesmen had any 
word that the armored vehicles 
opened fire.

should not be held unless all 
parties agreed to attend. That,

Cuban Ship Rains Boat 
Off Coast of Virginia 


PORTSMOUTH, Va. (AP) — 


A Cuban ship lowered three 
men in a lifeboat off the coast of 
Virginia Tuesday, rammed the 
boat, then radioed it had recov- 
ered the boat and the men and 
was leaving the area, the Coast 
Guard reportad. 


The Coast Guard said it did 


not know whether the men were 
alive or who they were. The epi- 
sode occurred in international 
waters. 


The ramming incident was re- 


portedtohave been observed by 
members of the crew of the 
United States cutter 
Point 


Brown from a distance of five 
miles. The Point Brown subse- 
quently sped to the scene and 
searchedfor survivors, aidedby 
naval aircraft, the Coast Guard 
said. 


The Cuban vessel was identi- 


fied as the 292-foot 26 de Julio. A 
Coast Guard journalist, Dwayne 
Tarsi, said a report the ship 
fired on the lifeboat after ram- 
ming it had not been confirmed. 
He said the Point Brown report- 
ed it heard "what could have 
been gunfire."

The cutter Point Brown, com- 


manded by Master Chief Boat, 
swain's Mate Paul Cavanass, 
was dispatched to rendezvous 
with the 26 de Julio at the three, 
mile limit. 


Crewmen of the Point Brown, 


while proceeding toward the 
rendezvous, observed the 26 de 
Julio lower a lifeboat containing 
three men, then get under way 
and ram the boat. Two of the 
occupants were thrown into the 
water and the third clung to the 
boat, which was swamped but 
remained afloat. 


Subsequently the sound of 


"what could have been gunfire" 
was heard and the 26 de Julio 
"turned about and made anoth. 
er pass" at the lifeboat. After 
the second pass the three men 
could no longer be seen. 


LSD Penalties Aimed 
At Traffickers in Drug 


WASHINGTON (AP) — An 


assurance by Commissioner of 
Narcotics Henry L. Giordano 
that proposed penalties for pos- 
session of LSD would be aimed 
at pushers, rather than experi- 
menting students, cleared the 
way Tuesday for early action on 
the proposal to curb dangerous 
drugs. 


"As far as I am concerned," 


Giordano told a House Com- 
merce subcommittee, "these 
penalties are not aimed at put- 
ting young people in jail. They 
are aimed at the trafficker." 


Giordano noted that the feder. 


al penalty for possession of 
marijuana is now two to 10 
years in prison and said, "I 
have yet to know of any high 
school or college student that 
was involved with one marijua- 
na cigarette that was prosecut- 
ed under federal law." 


Rep. Tim Lee Carter, R-Ky., 


who has termed the administra- 
tion proposal to make posses, 
sion of LSD a 
misdemeanor 


punishable by up to one year in 
prison "absolutely unenforce. 
able," said he supported the 
measure and agreed with Gior. 
daao on the need to concentrate 


on pushers and traffickers. 


The 
acting 
subcommittee 


chairman, Rep. Paul G. Rogers, 
D.Fla., said "I'm glad to know 
he (Carter) is for a penalty for 
possession." 


"Only for a certain purpose," 


Carter said. 


Rogers replied: "The only 


purpose I want is to stop the 
sale and purchase of LSD." 


Carter had been the only sub- 


committee member who ques- 
tioned the proposed penalty for 
possession, and all members fa- 
vor the rest of the bill, which 
would strengthen existing penal- 
ties cover ing the sale, manufac- 
ture, distribution and possession 
for sale or distribution of hallu- 
cinogens, depressants and sti- 
mulants, 


Giordano testified that the ab- 


sence of a federal law against 
possession of LSD is one reason 
for increased use of marijuana, 


"Since it is widely known that 


LSD is more potent, and more 
dangerous than the type of mar. 
ijuana which is usually avail, 
able," he said, "the more strin. 
gent laws which control marl- 
juana have been made to ap- 
pear hypocritical.

Dirksen Tries to Rescue 
Besieged Civil Rights Bill 


WASHINGTON (AP) — It's 


Everett McKinley Dirksen rid. 
ing again in the fanfare of trum- 
pets, his curly locks askew in 
the political winds, to rescue a 
besieged civil fights bill from 
annihilation. 


For weeks it has been accept- 


ed around the Senate that there 
would be no relief of the garri. 
son of liberal civil rights sup- 
porters trapped by a filibuster 
unless Dirksen mounted a coun- 
ter assault. 


Dirksen, the Senate Republi- 


can leader, marshaled the mar. 
gin of votes needed for the nee- 
essary two-thirds to break fill- 
busters in 1964 and 1965. 


But in 1966 he opposed federal 


enforcement of open housing as 
a "matter of principle." Since 
he said then he couldn't compro- 
mise on principle, there was no 
bill. 


In the current controversy, he 


has sat with folded hands while 
the Senate twice rejected fill- 
buster.busting cloture resolu- 
tions, once by seven votes and 
once by six votes less than the 
required two-thirds margin. 


He told a news conference last 


week he is opposed to federal 
enforcement of open housing be- 
cause he says this should be a 
state matter. Previously he had 
said that provisions 
of the 


House-approved bill for federal 
protection of Negroes should not 
be limited to them but extended 
to all citizens.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Atomic Energy Commission 
was asked Tuesday to investi- 
gate allegations that radioac- 
tive discharge from an atomic 
waste treatment plant in West- 
ern New York is" 36,000 times 
in e x c e s s of permissible 
amounts. 


Rep. Richard D. McCarthy, 


D.N.Y., who requested the in- 
vestigation, said the charges 
were made by the Rochester 
(N.Y.) Committee for Scientific 
Information. He said the plant 
involved is that of Nuclear Fuel 
Services, West Valley, N.Y. 


McCarthy said the committee 


took samples of materials dis- 
charged from the plant through 
a pipe and reported a high con- 
centration of Strontium 90, a 
radioactive substance t h a t 
tends to settle in the bones 
when it is in food consumed by 
humans. 


He said the effluent enters 


Buttermilk Creek—a 
stream 


on the- plan? s grounds—which 
flows into Cattaraugus Creek. 
The latter, 
he said, 
runs 


through dairy farming land 
southeast of Buffalo. 


McCarthy, in a letter to the 


AEC, said a co-author of the 
report, Dr. George C. Berg of 
the University of Rochester, 
found that material from the 
pipe had 36,000 times as much 
Strontium 90 as it should and 
that material from Buttermilk 
Creek had 2,800 times as much.

And now that the garbage is 


being collected again, it seems

point. In one crosstown street 
the other morning it was col. 
lected at 5:55 a.m. 
From an eighth-floor bedroom 


it seemed at first that a gi- 
gantic noisemaking machine had 
been placed just outside the 
window. Like some grotesque 
vacuum cleaner, it roared and 
whined off and on for 40 minutes 
while 
the entire building 


vibrated.

No one 
even threw an empty bottle at 
them.

There is a typical New York 


sign on the wall of a Sixth 
avenue coffee shop. "Please

"Loitering is punishable by 
law." New Yorkers eat in this 
coffee shop and probably clear 
out fast. 
In 
brief, New Yorkers let 


themselves be bullied, hustled 
along and pushed around more 
docilely than any other group 
of urban citizens outside the 
orient. They seem to have re- 
signed themselves to the fiction 
that the pleasures of life in a 
big city must be paid for through 
an incessant submission to a 
series of everyday brutalities. 


There is nothing whatsoever 


to this theory. Londoners en- 
joy 
all the urban pleasures 


available to New Yorkers but 
submit to practically none of 
the brutality. This may be be. 
cause the Londoner has 
re. 


fused to surrender his dignity 
upon the specious demand that 
surrender is required for the 
efficient functioning of a big 
city. London seems to exist 


for tte needs of people. New 
Yorkers are being browbeaten 
into the assumption that peo- 
ple must bend to accommodate 
the needs of New York. 


Thomas Hoving, when he was 
parts commissioner, struck a 
blow for people when he de. 
toured New York traffic out of 
Central Park on weekends. The 
automobile, he reasoned, is a 
blessing only so long as it 
serves man. When it asserts the 
right of sovereignty over man, 
it is time to slap it down. 


The same principle applies 


to garbage collection. When it 
occurs at 6 a.m. it is time for 
men to take to the streets in 
anger. In fact, the hour has 
struck all over New York. It is 
time to start making ugly scenes 
about the price of mixed drinks. 
It is time to quit cheering the 
Mets for losing, tt is time to 
linger an hour over coffee in 
restaurants that affront the in- 
dividual with rude signs, and 
then invite the management to 
make something of it. 


It is time to stand up and in- 
sist upon the principle that life, 
even in New York, is for living, 
and not for suffering. It is time 
for New Yorkers to quit boast, 
ing about being able to take it. 
Sheep can do that.

when he was for the major bills 
of 1964 and 1965, they went 
through; when he was against 
the 1966 measure, it went no. 
where. 


Now, in his Dirksenian man. 


ner, he has proclaimed: 
"I 


am right back where I was in 
1964. 
I not only voted for 


closure then but begged people 
to vote for closure." The 1964 
bill, of course, had its practical 
effect in the Southern states. 
When in 1966 the Senate con= 
sidered an open housing bill, 
which would have touched Dirk, 
serfs own constituents and those 
of many other Republicans, he 
insisted that it was unconsti- 
tutional. 


Then, despite the pleas of 


Mansfield 
and others, Dirk- 


sen said he couldn't "help them 
get closure for something I 
don't believe in." And so there 
was no open housing bill two 
years ago. 


If Dirksen now is willing to re. 


verse his view of two years ago 
and compromise on open hous- 
ing, the reasons for his change 
of heart are not hard to find. 
For one thing, his grip on his 
Republican colleagues in the 
Senate seems not quite as firm 
as it once was. 


Two years ago, only 10 Re- 


publicans voted for closure on 
the rights bill; 20, with Dirk, 
sen at their head, voted against 
closure. 
This week, 19 Re- 


publicans, 
including such 


staunch conservatives as Nor. 
ris Cotton of New Hampshire, 
voted for closure in an unsuc- 
cessful attempt to end debate; 


Dirksen found himself followed 
in opposition by less than half 
his troops. 


He is not the man to ignore 


such portents. Nor is he one 
to overlook trouble brewing in 
his back yard. There, he could 
be opposed this year by any of 
three attractive Democrats- 
Sargent Shriver of the poverty 
war, with his valuable Kennedy 
connection; State Treasurer 
Adlai Stevenson HI, who is re. 
garded as a real comer in Il- 
linois politics; and State Senator 
Paul Simon, a hardJiitting re- 
former. 


Any of these men would give 


Dirksen formidable opposition 
next fall, and, at 72, he mustbe 
well aware that age will be as 
much of a handicap for him as 
it was for Paul Douglas in his 
losing race to Charles H.Percy 
in 1966. 


But Dirkserf s support for civil 


rights just might cause Presi. 
dent Johnson and his ally, Mayor 
Richard Daley of Chicago, to 
lose interest in a strong op. 
ponent for Dirksen, just as 
President Kennedy gave little 
if any help to Sydney Yates, 
Who ran against him in 1962. 


Everett Dirksen, in short, can 


read the handwriting on the 
wall; and if his conversion was 
both welcome and necessary, 
it ought not to be lost in the 
soft-soap that it is just two 
years overdue.

Lose Faith in Thieu 


Porter 


In a growing 


SAIGON~Angry resentment is boiling up here 


against President Nguyen Van Thieu who, less 
than six months after his election, is in deep po- 
litical trouble. The betting in this coup-cons, 
cious country is that he will never finish his 
four.year term. 
The muttering against Thieu has been heighten- 


ed by the jarring Viet Cong attacks on_severai 
key South Vietnamese cities 
right under the nose of his gov. 
ernment. 
But there is also 


growing disillusion over his 
failure to carry out social re- 
forms. 
The anti-Thieu talk 


comes from four general sour- 
ces: 
1. The Young Turks in the 


South Vietnamese army, most 
of them officers of middle rank, 
are restive under the leader- 
A 


ship 
of commanders who continue to be se- 


lected more for their political connections than 
their military ability. A promised streamlin- 
ing, which would reduce the power of the top 
generals, has never materialized. 
The army 


remains 
under the thumbs of the four corps 


commanders who are virtual warlords in their 
areas. 
Together they form Thieu's political 


base. 
2. The public also has become increasingly 


cynical over Thieu's failure to clean up cor- 
ruption and introduce reforms. 
Many Viet- 


namese who voted for Thieu have given up hope 
that he will be any better than his predecessors 
who seized power. 
As one explained to this 


column: "The dung heap is the same. Only the 
flies are different." 
3. American Ambassador Ellsworth Bunker 


has pressed President Thieu to adopt a socio- 
political program that will present the Viet- 
namese people with an alternative to the revolu- 
tion offered by the communists. But the results 
have been discouraging. Thieu seem s more pr e- 
occupied with petty rivalries than with solving 
his country's problems. 


4. Thieu has also lost the respect of other 


Asian leaders. 
I have talked to several of 
Free Asia's foremost statesmen, including three 
heads of state. For obvious diplomatic reasons, 
they will not speak for publication about the head 
of another nation. But, privately, almost all of 
them described Thieu as a "lightweight." One 
president, who has participated in international 
conferences with Thieu, called him "a procras- 
tinator." 


South Vietnam's officialdom increasingly is 


choosing sides between President Thieu and Vice 
President Ky. As front man for the four war- 
lords, Thieu has become the defender of the 
present order. He gives lip service to reforms 
but never puts them into effect. 


Ky's quarrel with Thieu is probably more per- 


sonal than ideological. Periodically he storms 
off in a pique over some presidential affront, 
real or imagined, sometimes staying away from 


his office for days at a time. As Thieu's lead- 
ing opponent, however, Ky has suddenly become 
the champion of reform. 


Inevitably, the top Americans in South Viet- 


nam have become drawn into the feud. The 
American generals, having developed a close 
working relationship with the South Vietnamese 
generals, side with the Thieu clique. Behind 
the scenes, they have helped to sabotage re- 
forms, particularly reforms thai would alter the 
South Vietnamese military structure and curb 
the four warlords. 
The U.S. generals, for example, are suspicious 


of Ky's efforts to shake up theSouth Vietnamese 
army. They are responsible, after all, for or- 
ganizing and training theSouth Vietnamese army 
along conventional lines. Ky and the reformers 
contend that the army should be overhauled and 
whipped into a mobile, swift^triking, counter- 
insurgency force. 
One skeptical American general, referring to 


Ky's background in the air force, dismissed 
his ideas with the gruff comment: "Ky has 
never commanded infantry." 


However, several top civilians in General Wil- 


liam 
Westmoreland's command vigorously 


agree with the reformers. They point out that 
a conventional army, following the tactics taught 
at West Point, has been unable to cope with the 
elusive guerrilla style of warfare. 
"We have assembled more firepower in Viet- 


nam," one contended, "than we used to crush 
Germany in World War n. Yet the Viet Cong 
slipped around our great military compounds, 
crept in the back door, shot up Saigon and, for 
a few hours, occupied part of the American 
embassy." 


This was evidence, he suggested, that we are 


"fighting the wrong war at the wrong time in 
the wrong place." 
He pleaded that mobility 


was more important than firepower in seek- 
ing out and destroying the guerrillas. 


"The Special Forces," he said, "have learn. 


ed how to fight the guerrillas, but they are 
treated like outcasts by our Army." 


Defending the conventional strategy, a general 


insisted to this column that a small group of 
desperate men can shoot up any capital in the 
world, including Washington. This would not 
mean, he argued, that they could conquer the 
United States. It is more important to hold the 
centers and control the transportation. This 
takes a conventional military force, he said. He 
also contended that North Vietnam, not the rag- 
tag Viet Cong guerrillas, poses the greatest 
threat to South Vietnam. Again, a conventional 
army is needed to hold off a possible invasion. 


Whatever the merits of the opposing argu- 


ments, 
Thieu's failure to push reforms has 


caused widespread unrest, and whispers are 
spreading of a coup against his lackadaisical 
government.

HARRISBURG-In these dying 


hours of Pennsylvania's first 
constitutional revision 
effort 


in nearly a century, frustration 
and exasperation perhaps best 
reflect the mood of maiy a 
delegate. 


Others are bathed in an aura 


of satisfaction. 


In all of this is a touch of 


irony. 
It dates back to the 


early days of the Constitution- 
al Convention--to December and 
January. 


In those days 


the efforts of 
the convention 
were 
domin- 


ated 
for 
the 


most part by 
those 
w h o 


might loosely 
be termed the 
idealists •• or 
perhaps more 
pointedly 
ex- 
pressed: 
those whose basic 


interest in the convention was 
a sincere desire to produce a 
better constitutional document. 


This faction (if it can be call- 


ed that) of the convention found 
themselves bathed in an "aura 
of satisfaction"--at that time.lt 
appeared that the pressure 
groups, the lobby interests and 
the special groups were in the 
underdog position. They were. 


On the other hand, the pres- 


sure, lobby and special inter- 
est groups were in a posture 
of frustration and exasperation 
over being unable to exert the 
influence they desired in those 
early, formative days of the 
convention. 


Today the tables in effect have 


been reversed. The idealists 
of early convention days are the 
frustrated 
and 
exasperated 


iiimiiiiiiiiiiiiimiiimmiiiimiitit 
ft got hot. The sun soaked in» 


to the dark spongy soil and 
made the rows of corn shiver. 
Leed dragged his chain around 
to the barn door and found a 
dark cool corner inside.

ones; the pressure, lobby and 
special interest groups the 
satisfied ones; that is, more 
satisfied than they were origi- 
nally. 


It has been in these waning 


days of the convention that the 
strong-arm artists have enjoy- 
ed full play. They've worked 
like the professionals they are 
and while they have not attain- 
ed their goals one hundred per- 
cent, they have made satisfac- 
tory inroads •- satisfactory to 
them. 


Within 
the past fortnight 


the convention has assumed an 
atmosphere of an arm-twisting 
session of Pennsylvania's Leg- 
islature in a fight over a major 
piece of legislation«-to the utter 
irritation, 
exasperation and 


frustration of those delegates 
concerned only with turning in 
the finest piece of work pos- 
sible.

falls somewhere in between. 


The action 
of some of the 


delegates, more particularly 
the "professional" bloc, has 
scalded the ears off many a dele- 
gate who came to the convention 
simply hoping to produce a full 
book of sincere and honest rec- 
ommendations 
for 
Pennsyl= 


vania's electorate when they go 
to the polls April 23. 


At best it is regarded as only 


a partial book. 


Chances are excellent, in the 


opinion of a number of dele- 
gates, that instead of full-blood- 
ed all-out support for the rec- 
ommendations of the conven- 
tion, many delegates them- 
selves will split their urgings 
to the electorate at home, sug- 
gesting voting for some of the 
recommendations, a g a i n s t 
others. 


Under sach circumstances a 


confused electorate if not a dis- 
interested electorate could be 
the end result when the issues 
are voted In April. 


The concern felt by many dele- 
gates was perhaps succintly ex- 
pressed in a worried telegram 
sent to the convention jointly by 
Josephine W. Farlow, Presi- 
dent of the League of Women 
Voters and Elizabeth Dunkel- 
berger, President of the Amer- 
ican Association of University 
Women, who said at one point: 


"If the proposals 
represent 


special interests rather than 
the public interest, if the con- 
vention exchanges one set of 
specifics for another, if the cnly

a high school ed. 


ucation vs. 36 per cent today, 


to this period, the most rapid 


growth to jobs will be to fields 
demanding the most education. 
Jobs to the professional oc - 
cupations will increase at least 
twice as fast as the overall num« 
ber of jobs in all fields. By 
contrast, jobs for operatives 
and craf tsm en will increase rel« 
atively slowly, and jobs for low 
skilled or unskilled laborers 
actually are expected to de • 
crease. 
Yet, the frightening fact is 


that there are 3,000,000 high 
school dropouts to the 16-21 
year 
age bracket in the U.S. 


today. 
These are the young, 
sters 
whose unemployment 
rates are nearly double those 
for graduates (and, if a Negro 
dropout, as high as 19 per cent). 


Clearly, a crucial need is for 


more and better school and vo- 
cational counselors: There is a 
direct link between quitting 
school and lack of counseling. 


Clearly, also, we desperately 


need more and better teachers 
trained to work with minority 
and disadvantage^ youngsters, 
particularly to big city slums 
and to remote rural areas, to 
many cases and in many places, 
a complete overhaul of the col» 
lege-oriented high school cur. 
riculum will be the only an. 
swer. Drastic upgrading and 
updating of vocational courses 
will be essential, if we are to 
persuade potential dropouts to 
stay to school and if we are to 
equip them for the actual jobs 
to which they will be able to find 
employment. 


Again, clearly we must pro- 


vide far more motivation than 
we are already providing to en- 
courage every bright, talented 
young American to climb as far 
up the educational ladder, to 
college and beyond, as he pos- 
sibly can. 
Unless we do all of these things 


or at least unless we do them 
better than we are now doing, 
we will be failing to keep the 
American promise and we also 
wil' be seriously retarding the 
nation's 
overall 
economic 


growth to this era. 
to short, at stake is actually 


the very growth of our nation. 
Education is and will be ever 
more the fuel for economic ex.

WASHINGTON — In Vietnam 


the future may be unknowable, 
but at least it is a help to un- 
derstand the past. This is what 
gives really decisive 
import- 


ance to the remarkable post- 
mortem on the great Tet period 
attack on the South Vietnamese 
cities, so wise- 
ly (and unique- 
ly) printed in 
S u n d a y ' s 
W a s h i n g - 
t o n 
Post. 


The writer of 


the post • mor- 
tem, Douglas 
Pike, recently 
published 
the 


single author!- 
tative work on 
the Viet Cong; 
and he is universally accepted 
as the best informed and most 
coolly impartial student of this 
difficult subject. Since there 
has been so much argument 
about the matter in this coun- 
try, one must begin by noting 
that Pike makes nonsense of 
the view of the Tet period at. 
tack put forward by Sen.Robert 
F. Kennedy and others. 


"Assessment of the degree 


of failure (of the Tet period 
attacks) must be built on an as- 
sessment of the enemy's in- 
tentions," 
Pike sagely re- 


marked. "If intentions in the 
offensive were . . . ambitious, 
then the failure was a major 
one. (And if the aim) was a 


knockout punch ... the failure 
was monumental." 


With all his special knowl- 


edge, and with all the evidence 
of captured documents and POW 
interrogations, Pike then de- 
fined the true intentions of Gen. 
Vo Nguyen Giap as unquestion- 
ably threefold. First, the Tet 
period attacks were intended, 
and expected, to touch off a 
"general uprising" of the ur- 
ban populations against 
the 


Saigon regime. 


Second, the attacks were in- 


tended, and expected, to cause 
the "disintegration" of 
the 


South Vietnamese army,partly 
by knocking out its command 
structure, and partly by en- 
couraging the rank and file to 
rally to the Viet Cong. And 
third, the attacks were in. 
tended, and expected, to knock 
out the main bases of Ameri. 
can firepower, such as air- 
fields and the like. 


Realization of no more than 


one of these enemy intentions 
would 
have been a knockout 


punch. For the short term, at 
any rate, the enemy failure 
must therefore be classed as 
halfway between "major" and 
"monumental." A comparable 
American failure of intelligence 
and planning would by now have 
caused the incineration of the 
Pentagon and the CIA and the 
relief of Gen. William C.West. 
moreland.

Even experienced 
capitol hill veterans had difficult moments 


keeping their thumb on the pulse of the Constitutional Conven. 


There were times when that distinguished body seemed more 


bent on self-destruction than constitutional reform. Then, per- 
haps only minutes later, the brilliance of some delegate would 
act as a blood transfusion. Con Con's heart would then beat 
strong enough to carry it through the next crisis. 


This daily life and death struggle centered about the com- 


mittee proposal for the Judiciary articles •• fourth and last 
constitutional section authorized for revision. 


After agonizing debate and unabashed political maneuvering, 


the merit system for selection of state-wide judges was finally 
ripped out of the judiciary proposal. The rejected reform was 
to have required the governor to select Supreme and Superior 
court judges from a blue-ribbon list of candidates developed 
by a special non-partisan commission. 


After previous failures, (one resulting in a tie vote), oppon- 


ents of the committee plan successfully dumped the com mis. 
sion idea for a procedure that former Governor William 
Scranton called "outrageously political." 


The amended proposal now provides that these judges will be 


appointed by the Governor subject to approval by a two-thirds 
vote of the Senate. Since seldom, if ever, does one party control 
the governorship and two-thirds of the Senate at the same time, 
the charge was quickly hurled that political pressure and 
political deals will prevail. 


The winners in this two-day floor-fight were led by delegate 


Bruce Kauffman, Montgomery County. He argued that the Senate 
confirmation plan was "more democratic, less susceptible to 
evil, and by having elected officials selecting judges, was truly 
a reform proposal." 
The losers stood by Scranton's plea: "what you are really 


deciding is whether you want a panel of political party leaders 
or a non-political panel. 


"What we propose is the modern progressive way to do it," 


Scranton said, "the way it is being done in some 15 other 
states." 
The much amended, battered and de-fanged judiciary pro. 


posal still contained these key provisions as the convention 
turned the corner for the closing week: 


-~A merit retention system that would provide for continua- 


tion or rejection of all judges in of fice via non-political elections 
at the end of their first terms. Voters would merely vote yes or 
no.However, the basic proposal was amended earlier last week 
by eliminating a local option provision that would have per- 
mitted electors to replace the current system of political 
election of judges with a District Judicial Qualifications Com- 
mission. This means, for any first termer, the political 
appointment or election of local common pleas judges will 
go on just as is done now. 
This successful fight against local option for a judicial 


system was led by delegate Gerald E. Ruth, York County, who 
said: 
"It is the right of the people to elect their judges. I 


campaigned on this issue. And they ("the people) don't want 
option." 
...A provision that in all counties except Philadelphia, 


the justices of peace system will continue unless replaced by a 
community court system, requested by the people through 
initiation of local referendum. 


-~A requirement 
that any newly elected justice of peace 


must pass a basic legal examination before assuming office. 


~.Elimination of the fee system for justices of peace, and 


a reduction in the number of such offices throughout the state. 


--Require appointment of a public defender in each county. 
-.Creation of 
a statewide Commonwealth Court by the 


beginning of 1970. 


—Have the Supreme 
Court head up a uniform system of 


court administration. 
--Structure the court system in each county with a single 


common pleas, with orphans' court and juvenile court as 
divisions. 


—Abolished the magistrate system in Philadelphia in favor 


of a municipal court and a traffic court plan, with eventual 
provision that even traffic court members either be lawyers or 
complete a course of legal instruction. This section also pro. 
vides that voters may initiate a referendum to determine if 
these courts should be replaced by community courts. 


In reverse action, however, the delegates removed a pro- 


vision for 10 new judgeships in Philadelphia. The argument 
was that creation of new judgeships was the business of the 
legislature. 
In the weary week'of night and day battle, some delegates 


got mad. Some became disgusted. Still others were jubilant. 
Most were becoming restless, more than a couple confused. 
Occasionally, there was a moment of comic relief. 


One delegate confessed he had missed a vote because he fell 


asleep and no one awakened him. After being excused, he was 
addressed by author-delegate James Michener, who regretfully 
observed that tne sleeping one had been reading one of Miche= 
ner's books! 


Then on Thursday afternoon there was a high moment of 


true inspiration: Delegate Walter Braham, Lawrence County, 
received a standing ovation from all his colleagues when he 
admitted having successfully sponsored a complex amendment 
which did not do what he had intended in his heart. After an 
elegant yet humble apology by Mr. Braham, his fellow dele- 
gates called the amendment back for reconsideration and 
permitted him to withdraw it.

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regarded as over. But there 
was far more to the Pike post, 
mortem than the foregoing de- 
cisive answer to Sen.

can firepower (would) eat deep- 
er and deeper into his reserves 
of men and arms." 


That is another way of saying 


that the enemy decided to go for 
broke because he knew he could 
not support long-term attrition. 
From the documents and POW 
interrogations, Pike drew the 
further conclusion that Gen. 
Giap's scenario called for a 
substantive "end to the war 
by mid-1968." 
Such are the most essential 


judgments of this great turning 
point by the man best qualified 
to judge by impartiality as well 
as deep knowledge. They do not 
mean, of course, that the fail- 
ure of the Tet period attacks 
should be regarded as a final 
turning point in the war. 


On the contrary, precisely be- 


cause the enemy is now going 
for broke -- because Gen. Giap 
!s expending his resources with 
such cold-blooded lavishness - 
a new situation has been created 
for our side. The U.S.-South 
Vietnamese force structure that 
was quite adequate for a war of 
attrition against a conservative 
enemy 
may not be adequate 


in the new situation. 


By expending his resources 


with this unprecedented lavish, 
ness, there are indications, in 
fact, that Gen. Giap has left 
Westmoreland with insufficient 
maneuver. But if Pike is right, 
the new situation is like a hand 
at poker in which the man able 
to make the last raise is just 
about sure to be the winner. 
And President Johnson can al. 
ways make the last raise by 
calling up the reserves. 


And once more, if Pike is 


right, such a last raise ought 
to win the hand provided (pray 
God) we have reasonable luck 
on the battlefield in the inter, 
val. For no one can doubt that 
the pressures on Gen. Giap have 
been vastly increased by the 
Tet period failure 
that 


has defined so well.

tern finally has a school of its 
own. Postmaster General Law- 
rence F. O'Brien dedicated it of. 
ficially Tuesday. 


The school— called the Postal 


Service Institute—will teach a 
wide variety of courses ranging 
from professional matters such 
as maintenance and mechaniza. 
tion to social problems affecting 
the post office. 


In addition, there will be cor. 


respondence courses and exten. 
sion centers across the nation to 
help postal workers learn their 
jobs and work toward advance- 
ment. It's even possible that 
postal workers may be required 
to complete certain courses be. 
fore being promoted. 


In dedication 
ceremonies, 


O'Brien noted that the Post Of. 
fice Department, with about 
716,000 employes, is the nation's 
third largest civilian employer, 
exceeded only by American 
Telephone & Telegraph Co. with 
795,000 and General Motors with 
735,000. 


And with sales of $5 billion 


last year 
the post 
office, 


O'Brien said, would rank ahead 
of many industrial giants. 


But O'Brien added that "as of 


now, many of our managers— 
our postmaster sand their staffs 
and supervisors— are disadvan. 
taged compared with private in- 
dustrial managers because of a 
lack of training and experience 
in the collective 
bargaining 


process." 


The institute will help "to 


eradicate one of the major 
faults of the postal service— 
lack of a real career ladder for 
our postal employes," he said. 


The institute began operations 


last month at its temporary 
headquarters — a 
four-story 


building in Bethesda, Md., a 
suburb of Washington. There it 
has 10 classrooms with a total 
capacity of 250 resident stu- 
dents. Its director is Edmund F. 
Overend, on loan to the post of- 
fice from the Agency for Inter- 
national Development. 


Overend, in an interview, ex. 


plained that the facility, with an 
operating budget this year of 
about $1 million, will be able to 
handle about 2,500 resident stu. 
dents annually. Others will be 
taking correspondence courses, 
and still other students will be 
attending extension classes.

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Mr. Bluebird 


Mr. Bluebird, better known around Warren as 


Bill Highhouse, really started something a few 
years back when he worked out a successful 
method of providing nestingplaces for bluebirds. 
With the bluebird fast approaching the point of 
becoming an endangered species, Highhouse's 
proven program of increasing their numbers 
gained national recognition. Considered as atop 
authority now, ornithologists in all parts of the 
country keep in touch with Bill and look forward 
to his annual report of results obtained in his 
60-box trail. 


The following release was received by him from 


Raleigh R. Stotz, a member of the Grand Rapids 
(Mich.) Audubon Clubc 


'Save The Bluebirds' 


The natural nesting sites of bluebirds have all 


but vanished. The survival of this beautiful and 
useful bird is almost entirely dependent upon 
help from man to provide nesting sites. At the 
lowest ebb the species had been reduced eighty 
per cent. 


The Michigan Audubon Society announces that 


its affiliate, the Grand Rapids Audubon Club, is 
starting the sixth year of its well known "Blue- 
birds Unlimited'' educational program. In the 
past five years many thousand publications giv- 
ing plans on how to build houses and how, when 
and where to erect them have been sent out. In 
addition 
to all that have been built about 9,000 


houses have been distributed by the club. A new 
twelve page brochure is available which includes 
plans for building houses. 


The 1967 season produced a large number of 


bluebirds and was generally regarded as suc- 
cessful. Continued participation in the many pro- 
grams throughout the country to save the blue- 
bird will mean that this beautiful bird will not 
suffer extinction. 
An average of one new blue- 


bird can be produced from each new house prop- 
erly located while an average of two birds is 
common. A veteran birder (Highhouse) who has 
a sixty house trail five years old last year pro- 
duced 256 bluebirds and 125 tree shallows for an 
average of six birds from each house. 


Each year approximately 25 percent of the 


..ests are lost to predators. The Bluebird Un- 
limited Committee is working to reduce this 
loss. 
It has been successfully proved that the 


use of one-half of one per cent roetenone powd- 
er on the nests and eggs has saved many birds 
by killing the larvae of the blow fly which feeds 
upon the nestlings. 
The powder can be bought 


at any pet shop. 
Tests have also proved that 


cone-shaped sheet metal guards help protect 
the nests from predators. This year the com- 
mittee will test a bluebird house which hope- 
fully will be predator proof. 


While Audubon officials believe progress is 


being made they caution that much remains to 
be done for the bluebirds. Consequently Audu- 
bon clubs are urging that more individuals 
should put out two or three houses. Such wide- 
spread distribution will make houses available 
in widely scattered areas.

taken over by tree swallows in certain areas. 
These swallows are good neighbors to the blue- 
birds 
and have been known to nest within fifty 


feet of each other. 
The tree swallow is a 


valuable bird and because it is compatible with 
the bluebird information concerning it is in- 
cluded in the brochure. 


Since there are many requests for informa- 


tion about purple martins, most useful and beau- 
tiful birds, detailed plans for building a purple 
martin house are also included in the brochure. 


• Also included are suggestions for the care of 


these birds. The survival of the purple martin 
is entirely dependent upon man-made nesting 
sites being provided.

houses durable low cost factory built nesting 
boxes are offered.

CARSON CITY, Nev. (AP) — 


Gov. Paul Laxalt said Tuesday 
he and industrialist Howard 
Hughes are helping put together 
a private foundation that will 
plan comprehensively the future 
of Nevada. 


It will reach into every aspect

"Hughes hopefully would be 


one of the first contributors," 
said Laxalt.

Robertson said the idea is 


unique in government because it 
may combine a proposed state 
planning agency with a nonprof- 
it corporation to receive dona- 
tions and make studies.

Both were founded 
in 1824.

HOW tO Keep Well 
By Dr. T. R. Van DelUn 


BLOOD PRESSURE 


MANY persons must pay high premiums or are re- 


fused insurance because of high blood pressure. An in- 
dividual faced with this situation may rush to the family 
physician for another opinion. His medico is likely to 
find a lower reading because it is taken in a more re- 
lasted and familiar setting. The insurance examiner 
usually is a stranger and the applicant is tense. 


The practicing physician is more liberal in his concept 


of what constitutes normal pressure. Systolic readings 
(pressure in the arteries when the heart contracts) 
may vary as much as 10 points within two minutes. 
After resting, it may drop 40 points. Diastolic readings 
(pressure in arteries between heart beats) change very 
little. 


The systolic level tends to rise with advancing age. In 


younger people, the normal systolic pressure varies from 
100 to 140. After age 60, it usually is from 110 to 170. 
If these variations would be accepted, millions could 
forget the higher levels and live again,, 


The ideal reading, regardless of age, varies between 


110 and 130. A 60 year old with a systolic pressure of 
120 is less susceptible to vascular disorders than one 
who pressure is 170. Altho both are within normal 
limits for this age, the lower is better. A diastolic 
pressure of 80 is ideal but readings approaching 100 
axe abnormal. 


An elevated level is not so important as what the 


pressure is doing to the individual. In hypertension, 
the heart pumps with greater force and the arteries 
carry blood that is moving under increased pressure. 
H high blood pressure persists, the overworked cir- 
culatory system will break down leading to failure of the 
heart or kidney, or stroke and heart attack.
